Stranger things have 
happened, but the' odds have to be with the stronger competition. 

Long range prediction: 40% chance of a E/G/R/T draw. Either Russia or Turkey could 
win; I don't see Germany winning with an English ally and I don't see Enaland winning 
with the time he must lose against France.

X am- p^obably-not, the most qualified person to write this, article:. i n fact - 
Have Ditter is one of the best I've, run across- at being able rto "re,ad" the board. So 
I am going to pse this space to ask Dave,- should he f ind ;the time, to fill in- the gaps 
that I ray leave in this article. . > . -. 

There is a lot of talk dividing players into two types of grouns: .The firm 
alliance types or the stabbing, type. This article deals with the second type and is 
aimed at the firbt. ... 

Possibly one of the best ways to play this game is to start off with a plan for 
the entire g^me , Lot's use Germany as the example. As Germany I .{in this ^example) 
decide that I will ally with France against England, or England against France. ,Then I 
will go -for. Scandinavia and into Russia while my ally goes on to Italy.. So now I 
have a basis,. to wor 1 .: rroi/i ana all of ■ ny Diplomacy will be directed towards this goal. 

Nov; after each season you should re> evaluate your position and the other positions 
around the board. In our example let's assume that we went with France. Now France 
is in for a -lengthly. battle with England, all did not go so well. Italy is neutral. 
'Austria and Turkey have, allied against Russia. And poor Russia is going fast. Now 
is the time to get into .the confidence of the Austrian or Turk. Find out just how 
they stand; are they a strong alliance or are they just after all that they can get 
and after that will they go for each others throut? Also get in good with the Italian 
for should things go bad - r ' -^re. jh.,you might choose to, how shall I say it, STA r ^? 
the French. ' _ 

You 3ee what you're doing is reading the- board.. Maybe now is the time to attack 
the Russian while he is weak and leave the French to do their own dirty work. (of 
course, after eliminates most of England you come back and ask for your niece of the 
pie, eh ally?) 

Later on, in our example, France and England are still . lockinrr horns but it appears 
that England will. lose the war. Russia is long gone and the Turks are steaming- towards 
Italy while Austria, who lr reading the board too, sees that as soon as the Tuxk passes 
him he will be spread out and : ripe for the pickin's. So in this case you choose to 
side with, the r 2v to ;i]ov the Austrian down while at the same time .France is winning 
against Engl ana -but hao left his- back door open and you, being the opportunist that 
you are, accept E.^-rVr.rl as a puppet and ally with the Italians against the French. (You 
reruembei -.he Fiench, yen original all"-'^ ; After France is doomed you guickly eliminate 
your English oupner ., '-ihilj in the south the Turk,- -even with your heln is losing. "ut 
now you art rcronj enough to do as you please and even if you lose or draw you will, 
have played the best ga.ie that you could have in an effort, to win-. 

Now look what you have done. You've stabbed the French, and the English. Been less 
then helpful to the Turks, pulled Italy out only to use him to your own evil ends and 
toyed with the Aurtrians. Not to mention your out right . attack on the Russian. Now this 
example by no Cleans deccribes a diplomacy game but it trys to show you the benefits of 
keeping an op^n mind and a wut^hful eye for the entire game. Notice, that if you had 
chc se to maintain your ii'IP-P alliance with the French you might have been doomed \ ■ 
to face a strong Southern alliance while, you and France are dividing Englands four 
supply centers. Of course . things could have turned out differently and your original 
plan could sti.ll.be ir. effect. - , ■-.".'- 

So, . what am I g- .thing Fit? I - feel that you show me a player who is known as a . 
stabber and I'll show yoc a player who can read the -board, make proner adjustments and. 
■ a lways attcpt do do what, in the long run, will be the best for him. - 

Right here in tbi s zine is a game where one player who was growing quickly, with the 
aide of his ally, "at he had left himself wide open 'and two other 'players (one of 
thorn being his ex ;>.lly v '"aw thir and took advantage of it. They read the board and 
made the proper adjustments* 

Treat each season as if it were' 1 the first season of the game taking into Consideration 
correspondence of earlier seasons and make your moves ■ accordingly . I think that 'you will 
find that this wo.il add raore flavor to your game, but remember others are '"reading" 
the board too sd don't forget to read your own country into your thoughts. It may be a 
time to regroup and protect yourself. 



Hints For The Happy Homemaker

■Well girls I thought that I'd take this space to shed some light on what I know 
must be a fear in the back "of all of your min-~s . . . The Face-To-Face Diplomacy Game 
■{At your house .) 

Now what I will tell you is the proper method for entertaining friends (?) that your 
your hubby-has over for "an entertaining (? ) afternoon of Diplomacy. 

First is- the decor. None is the safest. My advise is to tie down anything that 
is loose and tearfully say goodbye to anything that is breakable. Now another point 
to remember is that the old trick of hiding things (dirty clothes, dirty dishes, dirty 
children,, dirty etc.) in :the closets or the back rooms doesn't work for a gathering of 
Diploons. They're always searching through the house looking for a new place to "do 
their dirty work." (Betcha didn't think that this was to be a dirty article!) So I'd 
advise that if you don't want your rep as the perfect housewife to be marred you'd best 
clean up everywhere. (Note, you can sbill hide the dirty dishes in the washing

Last month I receved a letter from J. Richard Jarvihen and he was indicating that 
he was going to try to corns up with a standard set of houserules for postal Diplomacy. 
My qwn personal views on it are that it's not a bad idea but X doubt that it would ever 
become universal. ''I'm afraid that most publishers would do what I would do and that is 
list their own '"vmendment at thd bottom to the rules. So in effect nothing would change 
but if the project gets off the ground I would give it a serious looking over. 

Also last month the latest issue of DW had an article in it concerning certain rulings 
on moves that GM's make- This article was writen by Mark Berch (and very well done I 
must say) and in it he brought up so:v.s interesting points. 

So being the idiot that I am I decided to find out if there really was much differences 
ietween Gils c ~n hoW they would adjudicate different moves. I sent out 20 rmestions to 
a small number of Publishers, 15 to he exact. I had envisioned to send out more but I 
just wanted to get p. roujh idea and I felt 15 of the more steadfast GM's would serve my 
purpose. 

I want to thank Tony rjatson, Dave Bunk'a, J. Richard Jarvinen (and Markus) , lee Kendter 
Sr and Jim Pumpas for th?ir quick replies. I ' also wish to thank Pob Sergeant and Mark 
Derch for not only sending back the guestionaire but for going beyond the call of duty 
in their replies to the questions. (Pave Duke belongs in that group too for he also 
senc in a couple pnyes cf notes.) John Poardman was the other person to send back 
the qvestionai re . I knew I'd ir\i nsed one, Thanx to Konrad Baumeister too. 

Well Lets see wh~t we came up with. 
Question 1: £HGi Nwg~Nwy;F Nth C A Lon-I'el (Player fails to list A Lon-Bel) . '' 

I'hin question was spli'c down the ' middle. Half said that they would allow the convoy 
the others said- that thoy wouldn't. F.'.rst if the G'M records the moves that way should 
the player be pciiali^ed for following his example? But let's go to the rule book and 
see what it printed there. Rule XII I states ; '...the army must be ordered to the 
intended province and the fleet must be ordered .to convoy it." I interpret this very 
loosly so at first glance I would say that the requirements have been met but reading 
further, ''The orders must specify the same destination or the army may not move. Thus: 
A Lon-Pei , ' F Nth C ti Lori-Pel." So I an afraid that under that statement I would not allow 
the convoy to take place. Even so it is still a little vague so to be safe I may make 
an amendment to my hourcrulos. In that case I will amend the houserules to allow the 
convoy for I tdo' don't wirh Lo penalize a player for something he sees here. 
Question 3 FRA F Spa(nc) -Port ; A Port-Spa. No one allowed this move. 
Questions 2 and 0. AUS A Vie-Gnl TUR: A Rum S ENG A Vie-Gal (#2) 

RUS-:- F.Sev-Rum TUR A Bui S F Sev-Rum. 

These two questions were split down the middle as whether or not they would allow the 
support. One interesting point was that one publisher wouldn't allow #2 but would allow 
#8. So what does the rule book state. Rule IX 1 says, "To order a support, it is 
necessary 1 to write the location of the supporting piece, the word "supports" or its 
tHquivalehiz, and both the location and destination of the piece receiving support. The 
letter "S" may be used to mean supports. Thus A Tyr-Mun, A r.ur S A Tyr-Mun; or for units 
of another country, A Sil S RUSSIAN A War-Pru." Now the rule states only location and 
destination are necessary and indicates the use of the nationality. If one reads futher 
in the rules you will note under rule XII 1 "Forgign armies may also be convoyed: for 
clarity the player may wirh to indicate foreign nationality. My thinking is that what's 
goovd for convoys is cooC for support; so I say both moves succeed. 



As for question #2 it would also be covered by Rule VII 4, "A badly written order, 
which nevertheless can have only one meaning, must be followed." 

"Question 4; ITA A Ven H;. A Tyro-Ven. 
Question 5: '"""ITA:-/ A Vcn H.j, A Tyro-Ven

included r-.but one publisher did say .-that her-wpuld allow A Bui-Rum. 
0ueet3.cn 6: AUS : F Gre-Hul . 
Question 9; TUH:. f ."M-rBlk. 

What the player has. done here is he has failed to list the coasts the unit is coming 
from or g°ing to. Under Rule VII 4 (see above) the moves do succeed since there is 
only one possible coast the unit could go to or end up on. All of the publishers, and 
myself, allowed the moves to succeed. 
Question 7: Ger: F Hoi-Bel 

ENG: F Nth S GER A Hol-Bel. 
Question 10: ITA: A Tun-Tyrr (A Tun is actually a fleet) 
Question 11: ITA: A Nap-Rom (A Nap is actually a fleet) 

These three cmestions deal with a mislabeled unit. Now we are faced with a dilemma. 
The rulebook covers it under Rule VII 4 (Badly written orders) and that should settle 
it. But -let's read on. Rule VII 7 states, "In each set of orders, the space each 
unit is* in -is written first, followed by its order." Thereby the use of A or F is not 
required under Rule VII 7 so I'll not penalize someone for something not required as 
per the rules. These three questions were evenly devided between the GM's polled.
